Even as he was speaking Ambas- 
sador Standley in Moscow permitted 
himself to make remarks which can 
be considered in the category of 
provocation. 

The timing of the talks by Wal- 
lace and Standley may be only a 
coincidence — the kind of coinci- 
dence which symbolizes the greatest 
debate in which this country has 
ever been engaged.

We Could Use a Foreign Policy 


(Reprinted from the Herald Tribune 
of March 10) 


It was something less than the acme of 
diplomacy when the bluff seadog who represents us 
in Moscow summoned in the foreign correspondents, 
opened his mouth and put his foot in it. After Under 
Secretary Welles’ frigid disavowal yesterday it is 
perhaps not worth while saying anything more about 
the incident, unless one cares to speculate on how 
soon the Moscow Embassy will be getting a new ten- 
ant. But the affair does not revive the old wonder’ 
as to whether it mightn’t help if the United States 
acquired a single foreign policy (instead of the pres- 
ent half-dozen or so), reduced it to some logically 
consistent concept of what we are about in the actual 
world before us and intrusted it to diplomatic agents 
having the skill, experience and ability commensurate 
with their tasks. 

Mr. Welles had barely got over calming the waters 
troubled by irresponsible visions of empire emanating 
from the Navy Department when he had to act post- 
haste to suppress Ambassador Standley's teapot 
tempest. The ambassador-admiral’s blast, moreover, 
took on an added excitement (and confusion) because 
at almost the moment he was making it Vice-Presi- 
dent Wallace was delivering a solemn state paper 
referring to our Russian relations in exactly the 
opposite sense. What Mr. Wallace actually said, to 
be sure, would seem almost axiomatic in any realistic 
appraisal of the problems before us: 


[A third world war] will be certain if we allow 
Prussia to rearm either materially or psychologically, 
That war will be probable in case we double-cross 
Russia. That war will be probable if we fail to 
demonstrate that we can furnish full employment 
after this war comes to an end, and Fascist inter- 


ests, motivated largely by anti-Russian bias, get 
control of this government. 


But it could have been said more gracefully, and 
after the Vice-President had wrapped it up, as he 
did, in a welter of sincere mysticism 


feeling that within, the State Department itself there 
are at least two or three different kinds of foreign 
policy, each jealously going its own way, only com- 
bining to battle the other foreign policies being op- 
erated by B. E. W., O. W. I., the Army, the Navy 
and others. 

It is not a happy situation; it is not even a safe 
one. The course of diplomatic events in North Af- 
rica—which are critical in many ways for the whole 
subsequent development of American policy—has been

He Doesn't Have 
To Hide Any More

MOSCOW, March 10 (ICN).—It happened one 
July morning in the small town of Schigry, a few 
miles east of Kursk. A number of German planes 
swooped down on two Soviet planes, which were evi- 
dently reconnoitering German-occupied territory, 

The inhabitants of Schigry, tensely watching the 
battle, saw one Soviet plane burst into flames, and a 
few seconds later saw the pilot, also enveloped in

hide. The German authorities in the town issued 
an order,, warning the people that anyone giving 
shelter to the Russian pilot would be shot and that 
his house would be burned : 

But the people of Schigry were not to be scared 
by threats. Galina Kuznetsova, a high school sopho- 
more, found the pilot, Senior Sergeant Alexei Kuks, 
and with the help of her friend carried him to her 
home. Both his hands were broken, his face and 
eyes were badly burned, 
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
